The editor this week received the follow- 
ing letter about the teacher strike: 





SIR — VSTA members 
from 38 western region 
high schools recently went 
out on strike in protest 
against alleged victimisa- 
tion of two temporary 
teachers. 


Striking teachers accept 
the view that the Educa- 
tion Depatment has the 
right to terminate the ser- 
vices of teachers. How- 
ever, the same teachers 
believe that no persons 
should be dismissed with- 
out charges being brought 
against them, and the 
same persons should have 
an opportunity to answer 
these charges. 


There are two kinds of 
Education Department em- 
ployes —- temporary and 
permanent. 

It is well for the public, 
especially parents, to note 
that as far as questions of 
dismissal and transfer are 
concerned, the Education 
Department has two dif- 
ferent answers. 


Before a permanent 
teacher can be dismissed 
a teacher can ask for 
charges to be specified 
and has the right of appeal 
to the Teachers’ Tribunal 
against his dismissal. 


The temporary teacher 
can be arbitrarily dismiss- 
ed with no reasons given 
and with no right of ap- 
peal. Is it just that teach- 
ers in the second group 
have no rights in this 
respect ? 4 

It is also worthwhile 
for parents to reflect 
upon some of the details 
involving at least one of 
the teachers,
